Japanese Hurled Back 


Hsuchow, May 4. 

The Japanese on the south Shan- 
tung front have been hurled back at 
several finportant points as a result 
of the feneral: counter-ollensive 
luunched by the Chinese forces carly 
yesterday morning, according to the 
latest advices reaching here from the 
front. 


Crack Central Government troops 
which Jed the counter-attack display- 
ed much gallantry. 

Tallangp! and Hslnoliangpi, two 
strategic points north of Pibsicn, were 
recaptured by the Chinese. The 
Japanese were driven buck for about 
7 miles. 

The Japanese at Fengchlyao and 
other points around Tanctieng, closely 
encircled by the Chinese, are report~ 
ed to be facing annihilation, At 
Machiayoochwang and Tuwang- 
chwang, south-west of Tancheng, 
1,000 were slain. 

Henvy casualties are alsa reported 
to have been inflicted on the Japan- 
esc nlong the Lincheng Tsaochwang 
branch railway, The Chinese on the 
Tailerchwang sector continue to gain 
the upper hand. 

At Nikow, where the Japunese have 
Inunched repented attacks in an effort 
to dislodge the Chinese, the enemy 
wave ground yestcrday morning. 
Some 200 Japanese corpses were icit 
on the battlefeld.—Centrat News, 


Japanese Resort To

Slan, May 3.

DEMOCRACY 


Besides good and bad states- 
men, there are several other 
kinds. But mainly, in a democ- 
racy, they can be divided into 
two categories: those who rule 
by force and fear, and those 
who rule by tact; but both 
rule only so long as they 
have the confidence and trust 
of the electors. And right 
here let it be made clear 
that it is not proposed to argue 
the relative value of democracy 
as against some other system. 
Democracy has its faults and its 
weaknesses, and the abuses 
which the “party system” 
makes inevitable are among the 
chief causes for its criticism. 
But those who subscribe to the 
democratic scheme of things, 
who have fought for it, indeed, 
and who can recall the struggles 
of their fathers, and thelr 
fathers’ fathera towards the 
goal which promised such 
golden bounty, generally realise 
fully that though it is still far 
from the ideal as it is con- 
stituted at present, it is right 
and good, because it seems to 
be the way of freedom. 

The greatest blessing of de- 
mocracy, it seems, is the op- 
portunity it gives to the genius 
of a people to rise to power and, 
from places of eminence, to 
the nation. The achievements 
of the British race—and they 
are not small—are due in no 
small measure to the fact that 
capable leaders have never been 
wanting. Prime Ministers and 
Foreign Secretaries, and all the 
other high officers of the realm, 
can come and go; and their 
coming may bring some new 
ambition, some great enterprize, 
some long-sought reform; while 


‘|their going is never. irremedin- 


ble. True, the leaders some- 
times blunder; but they are less 
apt, perhaps, to commit them- 
selves to,some ill-advised or 
dangerous. policy because of

~ Whilst the career of Sir George Bowen in the Colony 
is-of historical interest it is especially noteworthy for the 
social agitation which gathered force in a struggle against

“white slavery.” 


Sir George Ferguson Bowen 
was born in England on Novem-" 
ber 2, 1821. He was the eldest 
son of tho Reverend Edward 
Bowen, who subsequently held 
the Viving of Toaughboyne, 
County Donegal, Ireland. On 
account of hia parents’s posi- 
tion, Sir George was afforded 
the advantage of the best educa- 
tion of his day, attending school 
Charterhouse and later 
finishing at Trinity College, Ox- 
ford. © - 

Like mony sons of the clergy, Sir 
George decided upon tenching as 0 
career, and his keen interest in 
classical Greek, at the age of twenty- 
six, secured the post of President of 
the University of Corfu, in the 


Johinn Islands, In addition, he ser- 
ved for a time as private secretary 
to the British Governor there, n fact 
that proved to be an introduction in 
the sphere of Her Majesty's dip}oma- 
tic service; in which he £0 distin- 
guished himself that Queen Victorla 
honoured him by creating him a 
K.C.M.G. in the year 1856. 

Three years after the conferring of 
this distinction, he was appointed by 
the Scerctary of State for the Colonies 
os the first governor of Queensland. 
Here he gained distinction on account 
of his efforts to secure the complete 
exploration of the territories under 
his control, and also for esthblishing 
the nucleus of a volunteer force on 
Queensland soil. History recorda, 
however, that he at length incurred 
the enmity of a considerable portion 
of the population by reason of his 
unwavering opposition to the flonting 
of on issue of bank-notes which tho 
populace deemed’ necessary to stem 
the acute. financial crisis of 1806, 

Perhaps it was on this necount 
that the Colonia} Office saw fit to cn- 
dorse his judgment by naming him 
ns the Governor of New Zealand in 
the followlng., ysar. His career In 
this new post was in reality a saga 
of wise administration, and: it is 


out, and if 1 pretended, as 1 
have done in the course of my 
career, that I was more simple 
than I really am, then again you 
would know... .” Earl Bald- 
win speaking. He knew the 
value of the appeal of simplicity. 
Simple Stanley allowed his 
audience to get 2 glimpse of his 
technique here. None should 
condemn this. little guile. As a 
statesman he knew he must 
have the trust and confidence of 
his people not alone that he 
might survive some political 
upheaval, but because lender- 
ship, to be really effective, must 
be based on these two things. 
Incidentally, he led the nation 
in the dayg of, the abdication 
erisis which might easily have 
been mishandled by that other 
type of man. > 


In these days, however, 
Britain gocs.from crisis to 
crisis. When Darl Baldwin 
went there were many who 
doubted the wisdom of the 
choice of his successor. They 
may still doubt. ‘Mr. Chamber- 
lain has done things which 
less daring man would have 
found impossible. The dismis- 
sal of Mr., Eden and the swift 
change in foreign policy, tho 
wooing of thé man in Rome and 
the swift cementing of: the 
Anglo-French. friendship, and 
the. greatest expenditure on 
armaments that the. nation has 
ever been asked to meet in 
pence-times; these are some of 
the ‘things this hardjawed 
Prime Minister has dared, and 
time may well show that they 
were strokes of genius. Mr. 
Chamberlain is going after the 
confidence’. and: trust of - his 
people in a rather differont way 
than did Earl Baldwin;. but he 
will ‘have it, and in full measure, 
if he can shape events in Europe 
to his will even for.a little time. 
Tho strength of this de- 
mocracy of ours is that thore is 
always a trained:man ready to 
hand, with a full: knowlddge of 
his ship ond his crow, and ox- 
collent bearitigs. from the past 
-to help him shape: his course. 


recorded that it was due lorgely to 


his efforts. that the native Maoris 
were ‘ultimately reconciled to the 
novelty, of British rule. . 

In 1672, Sir. George | 
ferred: to the post of Governor of 
Victoriu, where likewlse his honest 
and efMcient administration won for 
him a further nomination os Gover- 
nor of Mnuritius. - 

It was not until .1982 that Sir George 
became connected with .the history 
of this Colony, when he was appolnt- 
ed Governor (and Commander-in- 
Chief of Hongkong in succession to 
Sir John Pope Hennessy, who had 
been transferred to the guiberno- 
forin} duties of the Colony of Mauri- 
thus. 

Sir George Bowen arrived In 
Hongkong on March 24, 1883, and at 
once ossumed the routine responsi- 
bilities of his high office. 

Even whilst in England, previous 
to his embarking for the Colony, 
efforts were being made to influence’ 
his future. administration here, Like 
his predecessor, Sir John Pope Hen- 
nessy, Governor Bowen was known 
to be n man of intense liberal spirit 
and what is more—something of a 
reformer; for he was at once singled 
out by the Church element In- the 
British Isles as the very onc to lead 
a crusade upon organised vice, 
which, it was asserted, was flourlsh- 
ing under tho very acgis of the 
Colony's ordinances.:

The bit of. colonial legislation 
which was particularly obnoxious 
and therefore the target of the 
righteous wrath of the social re« 
formers of the period was. that de- 
elenaisd as Ordinance No. 10 of 

The purpose of this enactment was 
"to cheek the spread of contagious 
diseases by providing for a closer 
system of inspection than that pre- 
viously prevailing.” 

Actually, however, the powerb of 
the ordinance. were wide; for it pro- 
vided for the regulation of prostitu- 
tion {n Hongkong, and especi: 
ordered the registration of a 
brothels and the regular medical in- 
spection of the inmates. Incidentally, 
it may be mentioned thot this legis- 
lation was enacted under sugges 
tions from the Sccretary of State, 
who, realising the high incidence of 
venereal discase prevalent amon 
bodies of troops stationed {in an areca 
where no sanitary regulations were 
in force, decided to “take the bull by 
the horns” and institute prophlylactic 
measures; 

This meant fn part that the un-" 
fortunate victims of the traffic would 
have to be Inscribed by the Police, 
and that pertodical inspection would 
be enforced. 

Such regulations whlch were in- 
tended to protect the health of 
thousands of single men. were at 
once pounced upon by the well- 
meaning, who felt that they were 
nothing more than a bald attempt 
upon the part of the authoritics to 
favour what has been described as 
the world’s oldest profession. 

In the end the reformers 
successful and the Ordinance was 
repealed with the unforeseen result 
that “sly brothels sprung up like 
mushrooms, and the evil which for- 
merly had been confined to certain 
districts began to invade the sanctity 
of the hotels and even the residential 
districts.” ‘ 

During Sir George's term of office, 
amongst the numcrous amending 
Ordinances . passed, there wns 
one which wns deemed especially 
important, oa it provided for the cs- 
tablishment of the first tramway in 
the Colony—that of the Peak funl- 
cular line. This enactment con- 
tained 145 sections, besides lengihy 
schedules, and was passed on June 
13, 1983. 

Governor Bowen was, morcovecr, 
keenly interested in increasing the 
populnr representation on the Legis- 
lative Counclt, and to this cnd he 
directed the attention of the Home 
Government, with the, result that 
ultimately it came to contur with 
hia views, Hoe accordingly requested 
the Chamber of Commerce and the 
Justices of Peace to eloct a member 
each to sit on the Council and both 
bodies accepted the invitation with 
alacrity. At a gencral mecting, the 
Chamber of Commerce unanimously 
chose Sir-Thomas Jackson as. thelr 
representative. In short, as Mr. 
Norton-Kyshe in his “History of the 
Lows and Courts of Hongkong” points . 
out, “the electlon of members to the. 
Councit marked a new ero in the 
Colony, and, aecording to, reports, 
thera waa witnessed nt one meeting 
(that of the Justices of Peace) Bome- 
thing okin to the excitement of a 
popular election. No Icss than three 
candidates were proposed, the result. 
being the election. of Mr. F. D. Sns- 
soon by a mojority of votes.” F

Goering And The Coronation: 
Why He Did Not Go To London 


N this instalment of his boolc 
Lord Londonderry records 
how Germany's attitude to Bri- 
tain became less cordial during 
tho interval between his visit to 
Germany In February 1936 and 
hts second visit In September 
1937, He tells why Gencral 
(now Field Marshal) Goering 
declined an invitation to Lon- 
don for the Coronation. : 


URING my visit to Germany 

‘[in February 1936] rumours 
were circulating .that Herr 
Hitler intended shortly to march 
troops in to the dimilitarised 
Rhineland zone, contrary to the 
express provisions contained in 
the Locarne Treaty, and that 
former garrison towns, such as 
Cologne, Axchen, Bonn and 
Mainz would be refortified. 

The direct cause of the dramatic 
move in March 1936, a9 Herr Hitler 
himself was at pains to point out, 
was the Franco-Soviet . Pact which 
had only very recently been ratificd, 

Finally, in his speech to the 
Reichstag on January 30, 1937, the 
Fuchrer repudinted the remainder, of 
the obnoxious Peace Treaty.

Rome s Demonstrations 
Eclipse Anything In 
Her Colourful History 


Rome, May 3. 
Three million persons were mobilised to line the 
480-mile route between Brenner Pass, on the Austro- 
Italian frontier, and Rome, to greet Herr Adolf Hitler as 
his train passed by. 
Arms outstretched in the Fascist salute, they 
acclaimed Herr Hitler as his special train rushed through 


the countryside. 

When the train arrived at Bologna, Herr Hitler was 
greeted by the whistles of 200 locomotives in sidings, 
while a.crowd of 40,000 packed the station.

Hore Belisha, the Minister of War said 
recruiting for the army was ot a rate 
which had not been known for some 
time, though with the increased de- 
mands for othor national defence 
services, the task of finding the 
53,00 recruits who were wanted 
this year was not becoming easier. 
Forty thousand Territorials were also 
required. 

In the case of the Territoriat Army 
it could be brought to strength at 
once but for its Territorial basis.

Dicken, R.N., representing Vice-

DEFENCE OF 
DEMOCRACY 


Besides good and bad states- 
there are several other 
kinds. But mainly, in a democ- 
racy, they can be divided into 
two categories: those who rule 
by force and fear, and those 
who rule by tuct; but both 
rule only so long as they 
have the confidence and trust 
of the electors. And right 
here let it be made clear 
that it is not proposed to argue 
the relative value of democracy 
as against some other system. 
Democracy has its faults and its 
weaknesses, and the abuses 
which the “party system” 
makes inevitable are among the 
chief causes for its criticism. 
But those who subscribe to the 
democratic scheme of things, 
who have fought for it, indeed, 
and who can recall the struggles 
of their fathers, and their 
fathers’ fathers towards the 
goal which promised such 
golden bounty, generally realise 
fully that though it is still far 
from the ideal as it is con- 
stituted at present, it is right 
and good, because it seems to 
be the way of freedom. 


The greatest blessing of de- 
it seems, is the op- 

portunity it gives to the genius 
of a people to rise to power and, 
from places of eminence, to 
the nation. The achievements 
of the British race—and they 
are ‘not small—are due in no 
small measure to the fact: that 
eapable leaders have never been 
wanting. Prime Ministers and 
‘|Forcign Secretaries, und all the 
other high officers of the realm, 
can come and go; and their 
coming may bring some new 
ambition, some great enterprise, 
some long-sought reform; while 
their going is, never irremedia- 
ble. True, the leaders some- 
times blunder; but they are less 
Japt, perhaps, to commit them- 
selvea to some ill-advised or 
dangerous policy because of 
their very insecurity and be- 
cause of the always strident 
voice of. the Opposition. In- 
‘Iyecurity? It is just here that 
‘the - democratic system scorcs. 
If-a man is sound there is little 
likelihdod of his being insecure.

Whilst the career of Sir George Bowen in the Colony

Sir George Ferguson Bowen 
was born in England on Novem- 
ber 2, 1821. He was the eldest 
son of the Reverend Edward 
Bowen, who subsequently held 
the , living of ‘Taughboyne, 
County Donegal, Ireland. On 
account of his parents’s posi- 
tion, Sir George was afforded 
the ndvantage of the best educa- 
tion of his day, attending school 
at Charterhouse and later 
finishing at Trinity College, Ox- 
ford. 


Like many sons of the clergy, Sir 
George decided upon teaching as a 
career, and his keen interest in 
classical Greek, at the age of twenty- 
six, secured the post of President of 
the University of Corfu, In the 
Ionian Isinnds, In addition, he ser- 
ved for a tlme as private secretary 
to the British Governor there, a fact 
that proved te be on introduction in 
the sphere of Her Majesty's diploma- 
tle service; in| which he so distin- 
guished himself that Queen Victoria 
honoured him by creating him a 
K.C.M.G. in the year 1856, 

Three years after the conferring of 
thtg distinction, he was appointed by 
the Secretary of State for the Colonics 
as the first governor of Queensland. 
Here he gained distinction on account 
of his efferts to secure the complete 
exploration of the territories undcr 
his control, and also for establishing 
the nucleus of u volunteer force on 
Queensland soil, History records, 
however, that he ut length Incurred 
the enmity of n considerable portion 
of the population by reason of his 
unwavering opposition to the floating 
of an jssue of bank-notes which the 
populace deemed necessary to stem 
the acute financial crisis of 1806, 

Perhaps it was on this account 
that the Coloninl Office saw fit to en- 
dorse his judgment by naming him 
as the Governor of New Zealand in 
the following year. His career jn 
this new post was in reality o saga 
of wise administration, and it Is

Str George Bowen arrived in 
Hongkong on March 24, 1883, and at 
once assumed the routine responsi- 
bilities of his high office,

to his embarking for the Colony, 
efforts were belng made to influence 
his future administration. here, Like 
his predecessor, Sir John Pope Hen- 
nessy, Governor Bowen was known 
to be a man of intense liberal spirit 
and what is more—something of o 
reformer; for he was at once singled 
out by the Church element in the 
British Isles as the very one to lead 
a crusade upon organised vice, 
which, it was asserted, was flourish- 
ing under the very uegis of the 
Colony’s ordinances, 

The bit of colonial legislation 
which was particularly obnoxious 
and therefore the target of the 
righteous wrath of the soctlal re=- 
formers of the perlod was that de- 
signated as Ordinance No, 10 of 
1865. 

The purpose of thls enactment was 
“to check the spread of contaglous 
diseases by providing for a closcr 
system of tnspectlon than that pre- 


Actually, however, the powers of 
the ordinance were wide; for it pro- 
vided for the regulation of prostitu- 
tion in Hongkong, and especially 
ordered the registration of all 
brothels and the regular medical in- 
spection of the inmates. Incidentally, 
it may be mentioned that this Icgls- 
lation was enacted under sugges- 
tions from the Sceretary of State,

Following is the report of the Commission appointed at Warsaw 
to study questions regarding the status of amateurs in gencral and 
the application of tho qualifying rules in particular; as amended and 
approved by the LO.C, at the mecting in Cairo. 


Having thoroughly discussed and 
rtudled, ut meetings in Colonge und 
Paris, the questions referred to us ot 
the mecting of the LO.C, in June, 
1937, at Warsaw, we hereby submit 
tne results of our studies, We have 
framed the result in the shape of 
rexolutions, and = =orecommend = that 
they be adopted by the LOC, 


1) The question of natlonulisation 
of sports for political purposes. 


Answer.—The LO.C,, noting with 
freat satisfaction that the causc it 
pursucs {9 universally approved, Is 
pleased with the enthusiasm ond 
emulation which the Olympic move- 
ment has aroused In different coun- 
tries and it had nothing but praisa 
for the Goveriiments who, for the 
purpose of the betterment of the 
physieal conditton of their people, 
have adopted comprehensive pro- 
grammes of physical education. 


However, it considers It js dunger- 
ous for the Olympic ideal that there 
shquld exist, side by side with the 
Ieyltimate development of sport in 
conformity with the principles of 
amateurism, certain tendencies which 
have tn view chiefly national op- 
grandizement = cather than achieve- 
ment of 4 sporting objective, in full 
conformity with the funnadamental 
"principles of Olympism,

KEEP CALM 


We will nssume that your house 
has been hit; that you and.

Carrington fave been driven from 
the refuge room to find shelter clec- 
where. The damage !s not great, but 
quite nuMcient to make the refuge 
room useless, j 

Here again a fot—well, everything 
—depends on the manner in which 
you react to emergency, You, Mr, 
and Mrs. Carrington, have not Had 
fe all your own way. Experience 
‘has taught you that it pays to be 
calm in a crists. 


You wil! qalckly and coolly put 
on your respirators, mackintoshes 
or gam boots if you have them, 
and prepare to seek refuge in an- 
other building. 


They may not all be Ilke you, Mr. 
and Mrs, Carrington, That hysteri- 
cal woman In the green house down 
the road may have forgotten all she 
ever knew about A.R.P, at the first 
explosion. Ali [ can say fs that If 
you get a chance you should calm 
her. 
But we hope that people tie that 
will be very few It ever oun emer- 
gency docs arlso. The A.R.P. can 
but hope that thelr eifect—and_ the 
best effect they could have would be 
to make panic almost Impossible, 


THIS MEANS GAS 


If you were driven from your re- 
fuge noom, Mr, Carrington, you 
would realise how wise you were to 
send the children—and Bruno—into 
the country, Bruno most certalnly, 
would go chorging through those 
damp splashes on the ground. 

And those damp splashes mean 
us, and if Bruno steps into It con- 
tamination would most certainly 
follow. Be careful how you tread, 
Although the invaders may have 
gone there may be pins driffing about 
or splashed on the pround.

NO FALSE ALARMS

five or six feet of the bomb and to 
place sand or other controlling ma- 
terlul over it with a long-handled 
shovel. About 35 Ib. of sand or 
earth or 15lb. of foamed slag should 
be suMcient to cover and control a 
smnll bomb. The best method of 
applying it ts by a sand contatner 
and scoop, but a bucket will do if 
you have a long-handled shovel to 
use with it. 


When you'vo got the bomb un- 
der control, shovel it into tho buc- 
ket ond get It outside as quickly 
o8 possible. Having got rid of the 
bomb, you can tackle the fire with 
water. 


The A.R.P., Mr. Carrington, ask you 
to put the fire out yourself If you 
possibly cnn. If the emergency does 
nrise, you wlll see thnt the local fre 
brigade will hive plenty to do.

It lindn't struck you that wherever 
you go In war-time you will carry a 
respirator just as you curry your 
handbag. 

it Is a grim thought, [ agree, Mr. 
Carrington, but It must be done, It 
js your only defence tn the open 
ofainst polson gas, 

I know 1 have sald it before, but 
It bears repetition. Do not tuke 
alarm at all this, Do not start con- 
up visions of all sorts of 
frightful possibilities. Just bear all 
these things in mind. . . and then 
forget about war, 

You will be able to do so if you 
feel that you have taken all prell- 
minary measures for protection. 

It is the state of ignorance, of un- 
preparedness In which we have dwelt 
too long that causes public un- 
easiness. 
that your interest In A.R.P. las been 
really nroused and you no tonger re- 
Hard it as a queer crank of the war 
mongers. 

So the A.R.P. asi you to think not 
only of the safety of that eight-

CHINESE DRIVING 
ON FUYANG

Three Chinese columns are now 
relentlessly driving on Fuyang, 20 
miles southwest of Hangchow. 

Brenking through the Japanese 
lines, the Chinese are reported to 
Nave reraptured a number of strate- 
gle points In the vicinity of Fuyang. 
A siege of the town is imminent. 

At & o'clock yesterday morning, the 
Japanese at the Lion Hill in the 
nelghbourhood of Fuyang, reinforced 
by more than 1,000 troops from Hang- 
chow, pounded the Chinese lines on 
the south bank of the Chlentang River 
with artilery.—Central News.
